of retaliation by the culprits, their 
families or friends. 


However,

The acts of vandalism include 
such things as throwing stones at 
windows of homes at night.

prize goats have been trampled to 
death by their mates whi n vandals 
drove the herd into a small barn­ 
like shed and closed all doors and 
windows. The shed is large enough 
for only a dozen or so goats at a 
wa* time, but as many as 35 or 40 have 
bi en crowded into the place. 
A watch dog, reported of consid­ 
erable value, at this farm has been 
poisoned twice. A veterinarian was 
able to save him the first time only 
because he had, a few hours be­ 
fore, been f«*d a quart or more of 
goat milk. Saturday night, he was 
poisoned again and his recovery 
this time is doubtful.

These are worth upwards 
of $25 each.

Men Work At Night 
In most instances, the men in 
these suburban families work for

When rocks and dirt and stones 
are thrown at the houses at night, 
the
